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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 11, 13 and 15 are cancelled. Claims 1-10, 12, 14 and 16-22 are allowable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In reference to claims 1,10 and 17: 

Amendments to the claims overcome the prior art rejections made in the previous action. 
The prior art of record (Flyntz, U.S. 6,351,817), fails to disclose attaching a portable encryption 
device that triggers a bus reset and enabling control of the encryption control device through a 
system tray utility program and enabling a user to add a secondary user to the smart card, setting 
the secondary user's level of access to the portable encryption control device. None of the other 
references cited in the prior action combine with Yarborough to disclose the amended limitations 
to claims 1 and 13. 

An updated search did not uncover any new prior art. Flyntz, Davis, Novis, Clark, 
Corcoran and Net Warrior are the closest art of record. No art disclosing, nor motivation to 
combine has been found which recites a portable encryption control device attached to a 
computing device that triggers a bus reset on the computer enabling a user to control and 
customize the portable device through a system tray utility program and enabling the user to add 
a secondary user to the smart card and setting the secondary user's level of access to the portable 
encryption control device. In the art of secure computing environments, it is most prevalent to 
utilize a single user smart card for authorization and access through a smart card reader that can 
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be detachable, however does not trigger a bus reset on the computer, nor does it usually utilize a 
system tray utility program in order to control and customize it. 

All other pending claims are dependent upon allowable claims 1,10 and 1 7 and are 
allowable for that reason. 

Because claims were canceled and new claims were added that were dependent upon 
claims 1,10 and 17, the Examiner took the liberty of renumbering the claims as follows: 

Claim 21 is now claim 10. 

Claim 1 0 is now claim 1 1 . 

Claim 14 is now claim 13. 

Claims 16-20 are now claims 14-18 respectively. 

Claim 22 is now claim 19.
